THE DRY-E¢RTH AYSTEM OF CONAERVANCY, 

The conditivus of the couservanocy coutract 
were luid on the table, 

~The Vreaident suid he-and tho Acting 
Meidical Offeer of Health had gone into the 
whole matter of the dry-carth ayatem, It 
would be remembered that the Modiewl Of- 
dere report on the matter waa defurred un- 
til the conservancy contract wae considercd, 
and he would now tike to hear the opinions 
of members on the subject, 

The Acting Medical Officer of Health—A. 
recent report has directed attention to tha 
josanitary astute f thu latrines open to the 
pablic, and a general opinion haa heen ex- 
pressed that something should be done to 
mitigate the nuisanocs caused. ‘There huve 
been two proposals, I believe, for, dealing 
with them——the water syetem-a trough 
connected wirh ureeciving sump to be olear- 
ed daily—ond tha dry-earth eyatem. The 
obj-ctiona to the water nystem are that suf- 
fiolent waler could nut be spared, and thot 
A nuisance would probubly slill exist if tha 
aev age were stored in a sump. and it is not 
desirable to increare the pollution of the 


foreshore “atid ar tour—by ite discharge | ving-tho-forgery-of-mercamilo documents 


through the city sewers, Tho Hermite ays~ 
tem would obviate the wuter difficulty, ue 
eleotrolyced sca water is used; the reaultaut 
also would caueono danger if disoharged 
in the harbour; but tha will be a question 
for oonsiderativn when the new system of 
latrines hne heer provided, and moro expe- 
rience gained of this process in other oilics. 
The earth system is, [ think, worthy of trial, 
Ao unlimited eupply of earth of efficient 
quality ix proourable, and ité introduction as 
an experiment in the Government Iatrinca 
would he inexpensive and probably succesa- 
ful. 1 theretore move that this system be 
introduced for trial in the limited number 
of Government latriner, 

Mr Eve seconded. . 

‘The Acting Colonial Surgeon -I move 
that uo auch trial be made. [t would be o 
very expensive trial, and I do not see where 
the gol of it is going to como in, There 
have been nu advantages pointed out except 
the deodurising putver of tho earth, But 
to the Chinese it dove not matter what 
they smell, whether they smell la- 
trince ot something else. LE you put 
garth into these latrines yon are simply 
throwing money away. It dues not matter 
twopence to the Chinene whether they have 
garth or not, and it does matter to the purse 
of the ovlony, I think thut, uatil o far Bet- 
ter plun is thonght out, or util somebedy 
comes forward with « lot of money, this 
plan should not be adopted. 

The President aid he had no sanguine ex- 
pectations abvut the scheme, Ho did: not 
think the dry-carth syetem had a fair chance 
in o placa where there wasan estimated 
Average of 1B) people a day to one sent in a 
latrine. In London the maximom was 30. 
The introduotivn uf the earth aystem would 
increase the bulk of obnoxivus matter, and 
he felt bound to support the umendment of 
the Colonial Surgeon. 

The amendment was put and carried, 


THE CITT LAUNDRIES. 

The Acting Medical Officer of Health 
reported as fellows op the luundry-work- of 
the oolony :—‘L have the honour to submit 
B report on the washiug of clothes in the 
Golony. Most of the washing of the city is 
done in the hill streams in rudely csnatruct: 
ed tanks, through which tho water flows 
constantiy, thus converting the bed of the 
stream below into unfarmed drains; tha fall 
below the Mint dum sccms tu ba used most. 
The clothes are washed, boiled, and slarched 
at the ptreams, ood, when the weather ia 
favourable, dried ale and then taken baok 
to hongea fo the city to bo dressed and 
ironcd, ‘Theas laundries are Jucated on tho 
ground floors of houses, and are fitted with 
lroning tables, a small stove for heating 
irons, and pressee for cleaning linen, 88a 
month was the least-rent paid for those I 
visited, and §14,25 the highest: and the 
average number of workmen employed, was 
8 to 4 ironers, 2 coolies, and two washer. 
men, They all slept on the premises, the 
master in o compartment, tho rest on the 
ironing fabler. The average number of 
piecea dealt with during each month was 
1,000. per establishment, There isa block 
of ten laundries owned by the Government 
at Kennedy Road, Wanchai, of ‘which I 
give a plan; only three of those are ocoupied, 
2, 3, and 10, and it is evident that they are 
rot popular with the washermen, the two 
priscipal reasons being that they are not 
conveniently sitanted for customers to. bring 
their own washing to’the laundries, and 
that there is not sufficient drying ground, 
Eash laundry is supposed to consist of a twa. 
storied “Chineso dwelling, and a laundry 
dlook, separated by a lane at the back, but 
this arrangement is ignored in all oases, 
and each one suils his own oonvenienca as 
to appropriation. Recommendations, —(1), 
That woshing tacks bo constructed at tho 
present washiog streams and properly drain- 
ed, (2.) ‘That when these are completed, 
jollution of publi streams bq prohibited. 
3) That ult houses used as laundries be 
licensed, and laws be made for their regula. 
tion, an ersential condition being that they 
are not to ba used as dwellings, a caretaker 
guly being allowed. With regard to the 
Government laundrica a plot on tho hill side 
might be allotted te eaoh. house and fitted 
with bambvo poles fur drying purposes, 

_ The drying rooms should be mado water. 
tight; water findatits way from the tank 
Touws and swarups the tluors,. Efficient 
arrangements fur boiling ara required. At 
present the lane is obstrasted by mud ani 

stones, over which the large cupper boilers 
are heated, If these means were carried 
out the attention of large -astablishments, 
such as Army, Government, and. Civil 
Hospital, hetels, &.. might be called to 
the advantage of biring thom and thereby 
sontrolling their own laundry work; bat I 
am.of opinion thatthe future of these 
Tnuadeies is not promising, aod that thay 
will ‘not_bo able to compete aucoussfully 
with their more convenient rivals.’ :

others, are offences of a peculiarly danger- 
ous character ; for they sap the very found- 
ations of commerce by destroying all rea- 
sonable confidence between man and man, 
On 23ri Jaunary 1895, yon forged and you 
uttercd, knowing it tu be forged, a Bill of 
Exchango fur £418.11.4, purporting to be 
drawn inthe ordinary couras of business 
on firm in Auatralia against silk consign. 
ed to that firm, ‘Tho consigamont of silk 
consisted ut rubbish and firewood, resem- 
bling bales of silk externally, owing to the 
neat packing and the usnal-careful covering 
uf mattiog to prevont damage’ Bat ‘thie, 
of course, was not known at the time, 
Armed with the usual shipping documents 
and a Policy of Insurance and sided by an 
astute and obliging confederate who ¢ama 
forward with false representations as your 
guarantor, you succeeded in aolling that 
worthless Bill and defrauding the buyer of a 
aum consid: rably over $4000, Your achome 
was elaborate, carefully thought out, and, 
unfortunately for yourself, successful.

THE POLITICAL ORISES IN KOREA. 

The Tokyo papers sre mostly agreed in 
regarding recent events in Korea as the re- 
sult of ac pnfi.ct betweon pro-Japaneso and 
anti-Japanesy influences, resultiag in the 
defeat of the former. There is to some ex- 
stent also a family feud; the Min family 
with their adherents, strengthened by tho 
support of the Queen, comending against 
a patty of which Pak Yong Ho has besn 
the head. In the Kokkai’s view Pak has 
looked to Japan for sasistance, while his 
Opponents have been reinforo d by the 
hangera-on who expect to benefit if the Min 
family get full powerinto their hands, by 
Pak's porsonal enemies, of whum there aro 
not a few ia Soul, by those - patriots 
who have resented and chafed under 
the influence exerted in Soul by Japan 
during the past twelve .montht, and 
by the pro-Chinese party which has 
been growing in strength recantly; while 
eartuin foreign Powors that have viewe: 


Japan and are now jealous of the position 
that abe has attained—specially those that 
wish to take her place in the Penineula— 
aro not ab va lending their countenance 
and support to plans inimical te this cuun- 
try.. Our Tokyo contemporaries are, in 
short, realizing. that Korean hostility to 
Tazan was only seotched, and not ki led, 
last year, Whilo war was in progress and 
every week demonstrated the weakness uf 
Chiva snd the irresistible power of tho 
Japanese arms, those Koreans Who eithor 
for their owa onda or in thoit country’s 
interests desired to throw ‘off Japa- 
nese control, found it advisable to keop 
quiet, so that littl “was heard de. 
ukening their oz'stonce. 
with which three Europeat Powers coms 
pelled Japan’s withdrawal from the Liao- 
tung territory re-inspired ounfidence in 
their minds, with tho result that haz now 
beon reported.

A CHINESE AMBASSADOR ON CHINA. 

Yong Yu, the Chinese Ambassador to 
Washington, base boen‘interviewed by a repor- 
ter of the New York Herald, We make the 
foltowing extracts :— 


:THE BYFECT OF TH4 WAR ON CHINA, 


“But, Your Excellenoy,’ said I, ‘ what do 
you think will be the effect of this war on 
China ?” 

+ ft will probabjy teach us o lesson,’ was 
the reply. .‘ Oargovernment has learned of 
tha wonders of fureign warfare. It will 
now realize that we must be prepared to de- 
fend ourselves against the uther oalions uf 
the world, und thut in time of peace we must 
prepare fur war, There is no reason why 
China should not have stronger defences 
than apy other nation of the globe, We 
havea yuat country mxde up-of-one-people: 
We have vast resvurces which ate yet unde- 
veloped, and we have people who are wou- 
deriully industrivus, and, 1 believe, a8 brave 
as any people on the glube, What we will 
nuw have todo isto develop aur resources. 
We must cover our country with roilroade, 
éo thut we can briog our supplice froin one 
| part of the jand to another at a mument’s 
notice. We must reorganize our army and 
navy and must have our troops all trained 
after modern methods, We must hoye now 
‘ehips and new furte, and we must ao increase 
our military strength that we oan defend. 
ourselves ayainat any nation or ail nations.” 


THE CHINESE ARMY OF TAE FUTURE. 

‘How much of an army might Chioa have 
if it were properly organized,’ 

‘It ie hard to estimate ita wonderful 
| possibilities in this regard, replied the 
| Chinese Minister. ‘There ar$ now’ more’ 
i than 400,000,000) of poople under our Go- 
vernment. We could easily put twice ea 
{many men in the field as could any other 
nation of the world. The Chinese army of 
the futurc will bo numbered by milliona, 
and" it. will be ably commanded, The 
Chinese do not lock ability to organize 
forcea and to carry out undertakings. We 
have men full of courage, men endowed 
with great execulive ability, and men who 
ought to make good atratezio leadere, And 
then, our country is big enough and rich 
enough tosupport a vastarmy, Thero is no 
svil better than Chisess svil, and few 
couctries produce more ia comparison with 
the area cultivated. - We have ail kinds of 
food, and we have the material rcoouroes 
which will enable us to make with our own 
egal and iron Lhe guns and munitions of war 
which we need. @ have already a:num- 
ber of large arsenals, ‘Thera is one in upern- 
tiougt Shanghei which employs thousands 
of hands aod- whioh baa shown that it oan 
mooke guos with Chinese iron. There ara 
iron mines near Hankow whiot we dxpect’| 
tu sce developed, and there are arsenals aud 
j gua worksia a number of the cities of the 
| Empire. Such works will now be roreneed. 
New plants will be established, and the 
condition of China, will, I} believe, in a 
sbort time be materially changed as her 
possibilities of self defence,’

WALES. 


DEPUTATION TOTHE PREMIER. 

On the; 2ist Jane Mr Bavister, M.L.A., 
introddced t@the Premier of New South 
Walesa deputation comisting of Messrs Mew 
¢ olident) and Sloan (secretary) Gardener’a 
Satioty,, Verdich (prealdent) and Rooke, 
Farniture Trade Society, to give them au op- 
Pottunity of laying before the Government 
the ovils to which . Furopeans following 
the occupations they represented were aub- 
jected by the unrestricted competition of 
the Chinese, They requested the Premier 
to introduce to Parliament a massure em- 
bodying the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on the Chineso question, a 
shop and factory regulation bill, the aut 
jection of Chinese dwellings to aquitary 
Conditions, and the stamping of all Chiness- 
made furniture, © 

Mr Bloan said that in tho intereats of the 
general public it was necessary that the 
Chinese should ba made to lire under more 
sanitary conditions than they at present 
observed. This could bo-.effected by the 
Government inacriang 3 ‘clause in the 
Health Bilt compelling tho Chinese to live 
something like civilised beings. It would 
also be well if the pylice had power, with- 
out going through the formality or pru- 
curing a magistrate’s warrant, of ontering 
any gambling-house. If it wore insiated 
that the Chinese shuuld not “be allowed to 
herd together like animals many Europeans 
would be induced to go in for vegetable 
growing, but the way in which the Chineso 
‘gardeners lived had enabled them to 
destroy the competition of those who 
elected to lire undor conditions better than 
those only auited for animals. 

Mr Mew said the Chinese had an advan- 
tage of the Europeans, inasmuch os they 
never bad stores in which to put their 
vegetables, but simply placed them under 
theie_bads_ or_packed them in any pert of 
their living rooms where room could “Le 
found for them. Their living places werd 
generally dirty, ill-amelling, insavitary 
huts, whoro they pigged together under 
conditions that uv Muropean cvald tolerate, 
even if the law would allow him to do so, 
This meant o saving of expenditure in the 
shape of rent, and as the Ivcal taxes were 
praclically nvthing on their hoveis, they 
did not pay 4 fair proportion to the coat of 
governing the districts in which they 
herded. “It waa thia that had enabled them 
to drive the European vegotable growor 
out of the market, not their superior 
ability, as all the white market gardeners 
bad no fear of them if thelr conditions of 
existence were equalisod. 

Mr Verdich said that, as the result of the 
Chinese competition, ovar two-thirds of the 
members of the Furniture Tredea Society 
were out of work. Thoy wished tho Go- 
vernment to iatroduce a Workshops and 
Factories Bill containing a provision de» 
claring that all places where one or more 
Chineso wero engeged should be a factory 
within the meaniog of the Act, that com- 
plate sanitation and ventilation should be 
insisted on, that Sundiy work should be 
forbidden except in casea of emergency, 
and alt such casea should be reported to the 
Inepector-Gontral of Pulico. “ft should be 
declared’ that no d zg should bo used as 
a workroom, atta the stamping of all Obi- 
uese-made furniture should . be insisted 
upon, 80 that the public should know what 
they were buying. At the present time the 
Chinese worked 12 ond 13 houra a day as 
well us Sunday, und the police hod declared 
themeelves unable to stup thie Sunday 
labour, althuugh instances of it bad been 
brought under the notice of the Inspector. 
General by mombors of the society. Thinga 
had become so bad that Europoans had little 
prospect of gottiug employment unless they 
would work for Chinese employers for 72 
houra a week ~at [rom 20s to 26s the week, 
This was a state that the decent Europoun 
did not with to be reduced to, and he 
thought it was within the province of the 
Goveroment to, insist that the Chinese 
should be made to observe the sume stan- 
dard of sanitation that the white man had 
for the benefit of himself and the commu.

RUSSIAN TRADE WITHA CHINA. 


The following extract is taken from the, 


letter of an Odessa correspondent to the 
Daily News (London) :—By“the-Praaty-of 
St. Poferaburg of 1881, tho diatricts Iying 
on both slopes of the: ‘fhinan-Shan, as woll 
as Sou-Chow, wera opened to Ruaria. 
Both io thesa districts and in Mongolia, 
Rursian aubjecty may trade duty free, bot 
upon goods forwarded to the interior 
provinces, aud exported’“fhende, thd 
Chinese uuthorities imposa export sod 
import Ouatome dues. i 

Kuldzho, which was occupied by the 
Russian forces ia ordor to terminate the 
revolt of the Dungans and Tarantchios, 
was te-ceded to China by the Treaty of St. 
Poteraburg (1881), which aleo ‘accurately 
dotermined the frontier between Russia 
and Weatorn Ohina, and -regulated the 
points for the interchange of merchandise. 
Since all traces of the insurrection in 
Western @hina have disappoared, a busy 
and increasing trada haa beon established 
between that country and Russia. Rusaisn 
manufactured gouds have not only pene- 
trated into Kusbgar, but they have even 
supplanted tho English wares which 
formerly commanded something like o 
monopoly in that rogion, and Russia has in 
this way obtained a fairly lucrative, al- 
though distant market, In Kuldzha, in 
the district of Tarbagataisk, and in 
Weatern Mongolia, Russian products are 
cormpating with equal success against 
English manufactures. A Russian Cus- 
tom-hvuse inapection has now beon 
established, us a protective menaure, on the 
frontier batween Semiretchiask and China. 

When the Novosti, Sviet, and one or two 
other political journals some little time baok 
spoke of.the rattenness of the Chincse mili- 
tary system as exposed by Japan, and 
lamented the consideration which Russia had, 
hitherto shown towards China ia. matters 
territorial, they had, no doubt, Kuldzha in 
view. Russia has always regrotted the re- 
cession of that district to the Middle Empire, 
but she hopes ta find a future opportunity 
of adjusting ratters,to her greater satisfac- 
tion in that region. Siberian trade with 
China, Mongolia, and’ Manchuria has of late 
yeare kopt withio a oertaia and inoonsider- 
able limit, aud haa, if anything, decreased 
owing tothe rapidly developing navigation 
of the Amoor. ‘Ihe ‘most important route 
in this direction is tho natural road conneot- 
ing the industrial centres of tho Celestial 
Eoppire through Urga and Maimatchin with 
Kinkhta ond Irkutek, and, consequently, 
with the great Siberian tract, There aro 
two other but less important roads conneot- 
ing Weatern China with the Russian territory 
of Semipalatinsk, but up to the present the 
value of the Siberian oxports passing over 
these ways duce aot exceed threa milltons of 
roublesper annum, Besides the general trade 
io all kinda of manafsotured goods which 
Russia now intends to open up with tho inte- 
rior of China on a large soale, there is another. 
partioular industry which Siberia should 
monopotisa, i.e., the timber trade with 
Chino and Japan, ‘Ihe Crown foreats in 
Eastern Siberia cover something like 250 
tnilliona of ucres, whilat thosa in Weatern 
Siberia are only slightly lega in their im. 
menag total area, In tho interior provinoes 
of Chiva, which ore almost entirely berolt 
of forest vexetation, timber is sold by 
weight and is extromely dear, owing to its 
having to bo brought from great distanocs 
os tho backs of camels, It is truo that 
timber wight -be furnished to China. from 
Manchuria, the northern portion uf which is 
atill covered with virgin forest, bnt this has 
beeu preserved ia such an inaccessible 
situation that the export and carriage to 
the chief Chineso consumption markets 
would be prohibitively. expensive. On some 
of the Japsaeso islands alao there are still 
foreats, but in Japan itself there has always 
existed an unfatiog demand for timber. 
Under’ such ciseumstences Russia will un- 
duubtedly endeavour, and with every 
prospect of success, to develop this particalar 
industry, 

I may here add, in conclusion, that the 
Russisos’ themselves have by o0 means 
showa great evidence of their commercial 
ebterprie and industrial capacity in their 
Present oftef trading centre in the Far Kast 
at ViedivosNek. Of the foreign merohag-
